Old guard welcomes the world’s improvisers 
to Improvaganza one more time

CONSIDER IF YOU WILL, THE ART 
of improvisational theatre. Performers on a bare 
stage, no set, no costume, the starkest of lighting, 
minimal sound effects, no story, no script; ask the 
audience for an idea and maybe an opening line, 
then proceed to create a fully-realized scene. 
That's Theatresports, and for nearly 20 years, the 
mind-bogglingly talented crew that is Rapid Fire 
Theatre has thrilled audiences with its extempore 
creativity. 

Four years ago, after appearing to great 
acclaim in the US of A and Europe, the troupe 
decided to welcome the world to the Varscona 
Theatre. That was Improvaganza... and the festi- 
val, billed as this season’s funniest, gets under- 
way this evening in Old Strathcona. 

This year’s billing pits Rapid Fire against com- 
panies from Seattle, Atlanta, Winnipeg, Antwerp, 
Vienna and Slovenia. Rounding out the list is Los 
Altando, “which is either a coalition of improv 
mercenaries from across the United States or a 
team from Atlantis doing a poor job of disguising 
their true, mystical heritage.” 


OPEN IS GOOD 

The guest companies, says Rapid Fire's Artistic 
Director Jacob Banigan, are all people they've 
worked with or watched at international tourna- 
ments. Improvaganza allows everyone, be they 
friends or strangers, to get together and just jam 
“Sometimes you end up on stage without meet- 
ing each other before, not knowing everyone. 
That means we're more open. When you're open 
you improvise way better because you have to be 
hyper-aware, which is really cgol.” 

Although there's a competitive slant to the fes- 
tival—the companies are competing in the 
Masters of the Obvious Theatresports Tournament— 
organizers have decided that mere competition 
would be crass, so there's the International 
Jambalaya which will kick off each evening's pro- 
ceedings, “Every night one guest will do the

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opening set. They'll get to do whatever they 
want. It can be just them or if they want to have 
us [or another company] as their guest, then we 
do that” 

Such creative collaboration with international . 
companies spells a cross-pollination of the art 
form. As Banigan points out, different companies 
are good at different things, so the art of improv 
is in flux. “We're always inventing new games. 
We constantly chop it apart and ripit down. - 
Because of the nature of Improv, we don’t like 
doing things that are too comfy. We have to 
change it, make it dangerous. Each company has 
different interpretations of the games and what 
they’re for. Some companies are fast at getting the 
story up and some are more character driven. At 
these events you get inspired to invent a new for- 
mat, short or long form—because of who you're 
working with and what their strengths are. We 
can do this with them; let's make a new format 










































































flickering across their faces. Jan gets a nasty grin 
before he says a joke, I love it. Theyre TV stars 
back home, so this is a chance for them to do dif- 
ferent work without being recognized all the 
time.” Some companies like Atlanta’s Dad’s 
Garage Theatre and Seattle's Unexpected 
Productions have collaborated with Rapid Fire 
often enough that the exchange —or theft—of 
ideas is second nature. “We steal ideas. Well, it's 
not stealing really because improv is ona ‘ 
moment-to-moment basis and you can’t repeat 
the joke. But we look at way they play a style 
which is often different and you think, Inever 
thought you could do it that way!” 

Improvaganza is one of the last chances 
Edmonton will have to see this particular evo- 
jutionary stage of Rapid Fire Theatre together 
on stage... some familiar faces are leaving and 
moving on to distant although not necessarily 
greener pastures. Banigan is set to move to Graz, 
Austria to be with his girlfriend and their baby, 
Josh Dean is set to explore the glittering lights 
and dark underbelly of LA, Tad Hargrave is off 
to school on the East Coast and Kevin Gillese is 
trudging off to Humber College’s Comedy 
School. It’s a pretty drastic shake up, but Banigan 
says its necessary. “We'll 
have to hire a new 
Artistic Director 
and have audi- 
tions. There are 
some great impro- 
visers in Rapid 
Fire, so this means 
they get more 
shows and the 
young players who 
are fantastic:get 
more of a chance to 
be on-stage. With 
improv, you reach 
a level and there's 
nowhere to go 
because the top is full and there’s no show 
for them. This has happened before. It’s an 
old company; there have been many 
changes over the years. This is our last

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KYLE MACLACHLAN PROBABLY 
could have made a lot of money playing hand- 
some leading men.

WHY DO PEOPLE STAY MAR- 
ried to people who are bad for 
them? What's the big draw, for 
example, to alcoholics or philander- 
ers? And, on the other hand, what 
happens to happy marriages to 
make them suddenly, irreparably 
unhappy? 

Who knows? Love is beyond 
logic. But there’s nothing more 
sobering than knowing that it’s 
gone. The Door in the Floor, based on 
John Irving’s novel A Widow for One 
Year, begins at the end of sucha 
relationship. To his young daugh- 
ter, Ruth (Elle Fanning), Ted Cole 
(Jeff Bridges) tells it like the chil- 
dren’s stories he writes, in simple, 
third-person narration: mommy is 
sad. 

“Tell me what dead is,” asks 
young Ruth, and it’s clear she refers 
to the two blonde boys who appear 
in photograph after photograph 
hanging in the hallway. They are 
dead. Mommy is sad. The language 
is as simple and direct as 
“mommy”—Marion Cole (Kim 
Basinger) is silent and vague. 

And just as abruptly, husband 
announces to wife: I want to sepa-

rate. They are to take turns in the 
massive beachside house and an 
apartment in town. She leaves to 
pick up his newly hired young 
assistant, Eddie (Jon Foster), an ivy 
league keener in a sweater vest, 
who idolizes the great children’s 
author Ted Cole. 

Ted’s legend looms large: in a big 
floppy hat and a painter’s smock he 
resembles no less than the very 
embodiment of the American spirit, 
Walt Whitman. Charismatic, athlet- 
ic and very much in the flesh—Ted 
often wanders around nude, the liv- 
ing caricature of a writer and artist. 
Eddie eats it up: this is clearly what 
he needs to cut the apron strings of 
his bourgeois upbringing and to 
become A Writer. And Ted is com- 
pletely willing to continue to pro- 
vide fodder for this fantasy, in 
exchange for an errand boy and 
chauffeur. 

“You have come at a very sad 
time in a long and happy mar- 
riage,” he tells Eddie. There are two 
sides to that story. What Ted sees as 
a long and happy marriage is 
revealed to young Eddie to be one 
full of disloyalty and cruelty, 
though it is unclear whether it was 
so before the accident. 

Eddie asks Marion why she 
doesn’t leave Ted. “He knows me,” 
is all she can say. He says later, 1 
don’t know her well enough to 





judge her.” The caricature begins to 
crumble beneath his knee-jerk 
charms and scripted self-effacemen 
that no longer works on Marion 
But for short-term flattery, affairs 
and sexual degradation, he’s like 
clockwork in his predictability. 

“I’m just an entertainer of chil- 
dren,” he says, and then points to 
his ink-stained hands, “and I like to 
draw,” he says to countless bored 
housewives and television inter- 
viewers. So Marion turns her atten- 
tions to young Eddie, who falls in 
love with the silent, guarded wife of 
his employer. 

The Door in the Floor is supposed 
to be one of those portraits of 
human relationships with hidden 
tragedies and deep psychological 
wounds surfacing in the seeming 
ennui of the couple. However, the 
tragedy of the Coles—the deaths of 
their two sons—seems a little dis- 
connected to who they have turned 
out to be. There just isn’t enough 
real backstory to warrant the audi- 
ence missing the two boys, but we 
do care about that little girl and 
Marion—Ted just gets more and 
more ridiculously middle-aged and 
horny to really be sympathetic. 

And what of Eddie? Aside from 
the situation being hopelessly 
fucked up, where is it heading? 

Maybe it’s in the book.

Think Pink 


Coming-out caper may just be 
your little samosa 


The screwball antics wind up for 
the pitch when Alim’s mother 
(Suleka Mathew) announces the 
upcoming marriage of his cousin, 
Khaled (Raoul Khaneja) in Toronto. 
She is determined to see her son 
also married. Khaled is marrying a 
dentist, you know. 
It’s like an Indo-Canadian ver- 
sion of The Wedding Banquet. Alim 
is reluctant to come out to his 
mother: not because she might 
actually hate him, but because of 
that enormous weight of immi- 
grant parental expectation. 
However, director Ian Iqbal 
Rashid’s semi-autobiographical 
feature film debut presents cultural 
communities as being far more per- 
meable and accommodating than 
anyone would care to admit. 

Touch of Pink never presents 
growing up with cultural icons like 
Cary Grant as meaning, necessari- 
ly, that you end up a coconut— 
brown on the outside, white on the 
inside. It’s a little more complicated 
than that. The Third World talks 
back! Alim’s Cary Grant is proba- 
bly more Indian than he seems. 
Remember: it’s a pretend Cary 
Grant! A figment of Alim’s imagi- 
nation, which, because it is Alim’s, 
means it is just as culturally mixed 
as he is. For example, at first blush 
having this unbelievably handsome 
white man calling a gay Ismaili boy 
“my little samosa” might seem 

patronizingly offensive. 

Then you realize that his mother 
calls him “my little samosa,” and so 
do his uncles. Well. Seems like 
Cary Grant is much more than a 
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Porter pic 
lets the

Jerome Kern—was the main expo- 
nent of early 20th Century American 
musical theatre; even more than his 
Tin Pan Alley counterparts, Porter 
embodied (and continues to 
embody) the champagne-bubble 
world of the flapper, the sophisti- 
cate, the well-shaken martini, and 
the elegantly cut suit. 

The ambiguity at play in much of 
the music and words has undeniable 
roots in the composer’s complex life. 
Porter, a gay (or at least bisexual) 
man, married, for convention's sake, 
supporter and fan Linda Lee Porter, 
who knew all about his proclivities 
and yet stayed with him for nearly 
40 years. 

De-Lovely collects the music and 
words, and adds cameo appearances 
(from the likes of Diana Krall, Elvis 
Costello, Natalie Cole, Alanis 
Morrisette, Robbie Williams, and 
Sheryl Crow), a few Armani designs, 
sumptuous locales, some show-stop- 
ping choreography, and wryly senti- 
mental dialogue to serve up the 
story of an at times deeply cruel yet 
fundamentally loving relationship— 
the marriage of the Porters. 

This isn’t so much a biopic as it is 
a dramatic construct, illuminating 
the spirit of the music and era rather 
than simply presenting the life of 


Cole Porter. 

Ona late night, an aged Porter is 
summoned by Gabe (Jonathan 
Pryce), a mysterious producer type, 
to sit in on the rehearsal of a musical 
based on his life. What transpires is 
as much an extended music video as 
it is a narrative. Like Baz Luhrman’s 
Moulin Rouge, screenwriter Jay Cocks 
has constructed a storyline wherein 
each production number can exist 
independently of the story, but illus- 
trates or underscores key plot devel- 
opments—“Love For Sale” accompa- 
nies Porter's hiring of male prosti- 
tutes, “Easy to Love” is sung as a 
marriage proposal to Linda—while 
others, like “Be a Clown,” serve as a 
pointed ripostes—in this case to 
Louis B. Mayer’s request for less 
complex lyrics, simpler love songs. 

Director Irwin Winkler frames the 
movie exquisitely. His use of light is 
almost theatrical—a white light 
hones in on the old Porter’s hands as 
he plays “In the Still of the Night,” 
touching the jewelled expanse of the 
Manhattan skyline, picking out 
objets d’art in the room before finally 
illuminating the face. The fluid pac- 
ing captures the languor of the time, 
while allowing the performers to 
invest the frames with unspoken 
emotion.

has a secret sensitive side. And if 
you want anything different, you'll 
be a loser and work in a diner and 
have no expensive clothes or cool 
friends forever! 






Worst of all is that the film tries so 
damn hard to appear concerned 
about individual identity, with its 
clap-trap pap about * eset your 
dreams and standing up for what 
you believe.” But that’s just a part of 
the fairytale: in reality, all ACS cares 
about is pandering to its young 
audience’s already petty notions of 
middle-of-the-road morality and 
deeply disturbing obsessions with 
physical beauty and materiz al wealth 
In Roger E bert’s assessment, “Asa 
role model Hilary Duff functions 
essentially as spokeswoman for the 
teen retail fashion industry.” This 
idea is brought to complete fruition 
here, but Hilary now also stands for 
the further weakening of the pea: 
do-feminist ideals that young girls 
are constantly subject to: go after 
what you want, girls, but without 
the fulfillment and self-completion 
achieved by landing that archetypal 
Prince Charming, it won’t mean a 
thing.

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Why Robot? 


The insightful pursuit of robots : what it reveals about us 


THIS SUMMER, WILL SMITH 
isn’t merely chasing a cold-blooded 
murder ina cinema near you. He's 
chasing one of the oldest human 
dreams as well... 

The humanoid robot is one of the 
oldest archetypes among our wish- 
ful dreams and myths. Ever since 
Lilith—who, according to Talmudic 
tradition, was Adams first wife, cre- 
ated as a sex object after he’d unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to procreate 
with all the other creatures in 
Eden—we' ve longed for that ever- 
loyal, ever-reliable servant to cater to 
our slightest whims. Self-reliant and 
single minded, Lilith proved to bea 
bit of a dud. Hence her role in the 
Bible has since been reduced to the 
mother of demons, while Adam was 
endowed with a more subservient 
female. 

A second attempt arrived with the 
story of the ancient Greek sculptor 
Pygmalion, who fell in love with the 
beautiful statue Galatea and married 
her once Aphrodite granted her life. 
Galatea plays an important part— 
albeit modernised—in George 
Bernard Shaw’s Pygmalion, the story 
of how Professor Higgins transforms 
the ignorant flower girl Eliza into a 
“real lady.” Although Eliza initially 
had a great deal more in common 
with Lilith, she did finally find her 
place—at least in My Fair Lady, 
Lerner and Loewe’s musical version 
of Pygmalion—as the keeper of 
Professor Higgins’s slippers. 

It wasn’t until the dawn of the 
industrial age, however, that the 
dream of Galatea attained its true 
character as apocalyptic vision. With 
technology’s promise and threat of 
change, the artificial dream date 
gained more of Lilith’s features as a 
symbol for the unknown, the 
demanding and the frightening. 


WE’RE SO AFRAID 

When the industrial revolution 
began early in the 18th Century and 
modern technology first manifested 
itself in the shape of weaving 
machines, these diabolical creations 
were smashed and burnt by raging 
mobs who feared unemployment. 
The French weavers threw their 
clogs (sabots) into the machines, 
enriching the language with a new 
noun: saboteur. We haven't calmed 
down much since, although current- 
ly our fear of new technology is 
aimed towards more modern sym- 
bols: computers, genetics, germ wat- 
fare etc. 

This “fear of things to come” is 
one the strongest driving forces and 
inspiring themes in the incipient 
stages of modern science fiction at 
the end of the 18th and the begin- 
ning of the 19th Centuries. It’s also 
behind perhaps the most famous 
story of artificial human beings, that 
of the unfortunate monster in Mary 
Shelley’s Frankenstein, the palpable 
punishment for mankind’s hubris, 
the “modern” human created with 
the aid of the modern science who— 
obviously—turns out to be a fright- 
hii disaster for its creator and his

ment in E. T. A. Hoffman’s The 
Sandman, published at roughly the 
same time. 

Hoffman was perhaps the most 
outstanding among the German 
romantic authors when it came to 
creating tales overflowing with mag- 
ical and scientific symbols, all set ina 
curious dreamworld that thematical- 
ly lies somewhere between the goth- 
ic horror novel and pure science fic- 
tion. The Sandman isn’t Hoffman’s 
most fascinating work from a strictly 
literary point of view, but it antici- 
pates the anxiety caused by modern 
science and technology that has 
become a staple of science fiction. 


THE ORIGINAL 
MAD SCIENTIST 


The story's diabolic mastermind, 
Professor Spalanzani, is the grand 
daddy of all the legions of mad sci- 
entist that have populated the genre 
since The Sandman's publication 187 
years ago. His science is an affront to 
all notions of decency, he tricks hon- 
est folk with his art, he mocks soci- 
ety, and destroys the story’s roman- 
tic protagonist, introducing uncer- 
tainty to an environment that 
thought itself protected. Spalanzani 
and his assistant, the master 
mechanic Coppelius, are the irra- 
tional element in an orderly middle 
class world, where the student 
Nathaniel only dreams of a safe and 
static world and its cosy, carefree 
way of life, to be exclusively shared 
with his innocent fiancée Klara, her 
brother, and the eternally patient 
and understanding mother. 

One could intepret the story mere- 
ly as an attack on the middle class 
and its love of the soft, the rounded, 
and the protective, and its hysterical 
fear of the unexpected, the revolu- 
tionary, and the progressive. But the 
overwhelming passivity of the 
automaton Olympia in The Sandman 
is of particular note: Hoffmann’s 
description of Nathaniel’s love for 
Olympia tells us more about the true 
nature of artificial “happiness” than 
most lovers would care to know. 
How could Klara, who possesses a 
trace of her own will, compete for 
Nathaniel’s affection with the won- 
derful robot Olympia, who doesn’t 
possess any will at all? 

Like all artificial humanoids, 
Olympia can evoke desire without 
falling victim to desire herself, with- 
out being permanently damaged or 
controlled. Ina world where women 
have been assigned to a subservient 
class by default, this must have 
appeared not only blasphemous and 
un-natural but also seriousy threat- 
ing to middle class virtues—whether 
represented by an opulent Victorian 
sitting room or a shiny, plastic space- 
ship en route to Jupiter. There's cer- 
tainly a clear line from Olympia— 
via Frankenstein's monster, Villiers 
de I'Isle Adam’s female robot 
Hadaly (a name that means “ideal” 
in Farsi), the robot in Maria in Thea 
von Harbou’s Metropolis—to the 
robotic brain HAL in Kubrick's 2001.

R. U. R., OR ARE YOU AIN’T? 

The inner workings of the robot 
are perhaps most clearly dissected j 
the most notorious of all works 
about artificial humans, the one that 
introduced the word “robot” itself 
Karel Capek’s 1925 play R. U. R.. 
The title stands for Rossum’s 
Universal Robots, a gigantic factory 
situated on “some distant island,” 
that provides the world with cheap 
obedient and extremely effective 
labour. Initially engaging the audi- 
ence in the familiar debate about 
how machines are making humans 
obsolete, and whether it’s right to 
make one group of people unem- 
ployed to create better living condi 
tions for another group of humans 
the story—and the factory—is 
brought to an abrupt halt, as the 
robots revolt against their rulers 
after the protagonist Helen Glory 
endows them with more human 
traits than is perhaps healthy for 
humans themselves. 

In R. U. R. the collected symbolic 
value of the Galatea-myth attain an 
explosive quality, as Capek’s rene- 
gade robots illustrate the conse- 
quences of oppressing our equals 
and the mechanisms that really rule 
the utopian society. For the robot, 
the android, the automaton, 
Olympia, Frankenstein’s monster, 
Galatea, Lilith etc. are basically sym- 
bols for how we humans relate to 
each other and to those we fear or 
despise, to all the ethnic or religious 
groups who are still persecuted 
around the world. 








At the same time, the humanoid 
robot is also the utopian dream ot 
power and freedom, of the total 
domination of others. There some- 
thing incestuous about this dream; 
the creation and control of an aspect 
of ourselves, manifested ina being 
that cannot harbour any loyality 
towards anyone else but its cre- 
ator/ parent, the only one who can 
claim its absolute and impartial love- 

Seen in this light, the dream of the 
humanoid robot is reactionary, 
which most utopian dreams ulti- 
mately are, and it’s also an aspect 
that perhaps should be observed in 
the debate about the moral problems 
of cloning. For what is cloning if not 
the biochemical answer to 
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Around the World in 80 Days (PG) This 
Jockie Chan/Disney vehicle respectably merges 
jhe genre of zany kung fu with the family-friend- 
yy Wonderful World of Disney formula—a combi- 
nation that will likely appeal most to eleven year 
olds. Some of the jokes and sight gags are down- 
right unfunny, but for each such stunt that flops 
there are two or three that garner at least a grin. 
Not worth seeing if you aren't bringing kids with 
you; not intolerable if you are. * «1/2 (DK)

SHOULD ONE TAKE PRIDE IN 
their predilection for upbeat, sugary 
melodies—or should they keep their 
pop fixation super-secret to avoid 
misinterpretation by their peers as 
having a penchant for Britney and 
Christina? 

It's a delicate question for audio- 
philes everywhere, but members of 
local band Columbus are certain of 
their answers. “We're pop kids, and 
pop’s not a dirty word,” states gui- 
tarist Rich Britton chatting while 
drummer Jesse Sherburne and 
bassist Tony Baker take a break from 
working on a painting in a south 
side art studio. 

Keyboardist Thea Varvis is 
nowhere to be seen, and neither is 
Chris Webster, considered by the 
others to be the undisputed heart 





and soul of Columbus, who debut 
Saturday with a show at the Victory 
Lounge. “It's his vehicle,” Sherburne 
says. “It’s Chris's direction and influ- 
ences.” 

Through their recommendation, I 
get Webster on the phone a few 
hours later and the guitarist/ vocalist 
explains his take on the whole pop- 
as-an-expletive issue. “Maybe five 
years ago there were tons of people 
who were listening to tons of British 
music—Blur and Oasis, those are the 
big bands—and Britpop became a 
bad word. It's like the early ‘80s, 
when everyone called punks 
punkers, and no one admitted that 
they were into punk rock because 
they didn’t want to be called a 
punker anymore. It’s kind of the 
same thing—when a scene gets 
tired, it kind of disappears and no 
one wants to talk about it anymore,” 
Webster explains. “It disappeared, 
but it didn’t disappear in my bed- 
room.” 

Influenced heavily by ‘60s music 
(“All kinds of60's music—I was big 


into garage music for a while; Britis} 
freakbeat, psychedelia, but my 
favorite ‘60s band is probably the 
Zombies,” says Webster) in additio, 
to current groups like Stereolab, th, 
band’s gig poster—an old-style clip 
per sailing beneath a UFO—is a 
reflection of the musicians’ status as 
people caught between these 
worlds. “It’s not supposed to be pre- 
tentious at all—I listen to so much 
old music, and there’s so much aw; 
some new music that I’m really 
missing out on. The poster, I 
thought, this is a great reconciliatio 
between the old antiquated world 
and the modern stuff. They can’t 
really exist at the same time but thc 
do ina weird way, and if you're into 
one, you're kind of missing out on 
the other.” 

Back in the art studio, Baker, 
Sherburne and Britton give a com- 
plex explanation of the band mem 
bers’ varying connections to one 
another in the very closely-knit 
Edmonton music and art communi- 
ties—playing alone or together pre 
viously in projects like the Film Stills 
Sterling, Little Baby Cupcakes, and 
Cinema. “Can you draw mea 
chart?” jokes Sherburne. I almost 
need to take him up on it. 

Despite what might be considered 
an all-star lineup, expect to hear 
something different. Even with cur 
rent resurgences in obscure pop of 
all kinds, Sherburne discounts 
Columbus’ involvement with any 


trends. “There's alot going on with 
the neo-new wave, and I think it’s 
valid, but it’s been past of our listen- 


ing repertoire for a’ time,” he 
says. “ I just don’t feehi'm super 


interested as a musi to 
emulate that.”

der how long it'll take those inward- 
looking Yankees to discover the one 
band that’s doing it all—reggae, 
dub, ska, a heavy punk edge—and 
blowing away the best that the 
American neo-traditional scene has 
to offer in the process. It might seem 
unlikely to someone outside our 
local scene,but Edmonton’s The 
Operators *780* are that band. They 

‘splay organ-driven reggae that’s 
more genuine than most that’s pro- 
duced by their peers;ska-influenced 
numbers that don’t sound like repe- 
titious circus music, and dub that 
won't leave you unconscious—all 
laced with searing vocals and ballsy 
punk rock interludes. 

Their previous release, last sum- 
mer’s Power Version EP,,was a fantas- 
tic package of mildly punk-tinged 
reggae. I'm happy to say The 
Operators *780", their self-titled fulll- 
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Fugazi and Bad Brains 
have popped up as 
influences in The Operators’ bio. 
Excellent songs—“Indecision” and 
“Criminal”—successfully mix 
Jamaican influences with punk in 
Ways so many long-forgotten ska- 
punk bands failed before. One song, 
“Brains,” even offers straightfor- 
ward punk rock. Their mellower 
influences are not forgotten either: 
“St. Joseph” dabbles entirely in dub. 
But the best feature of this release 
is its meticulous attention to detail, 
such as the zombie-rock guitar outro 
of “Dead Night,” the brief inclusion 
of organ notes from last year’s “Stop 
and Think” (placed in the middle of 
“St. Joseph”), and the stop/start 
drum rolls and beautiful sax 
melodies. Holy shit, I could proba- 
bly do a dissertation on this release, 
but I’ll spare everyone the ordeal. 
Pick this album up if you want to 
feel proud to be an Edmontonian.

IT WAS MORE THAN TWENTY-FIVE 
years and many releases ago that 
Nomeansno formed and began to chum 
out the challenging, intense music that 
became the foundation of their sound. 
With meditations on the duality and con- 
flict of the human condition, outrageous 
sloganeering tempered with a genuine wit 
and a sound as indefinable as it is power- 
ful, few bands are so entitled to a retro- 
spective. With their back catalogue now 
almost completely out of print, 7he 
People’s Choice takes on heightened 
importance as the only readily available 
aural documentation of the band. 

The track listing was assembled from 
the ballots of fans (hence the title), and is 
sequenced non-chronologically. This 
serves the disc well; it comes off as a set- 
list more. than anything else. The record- 
ing quality varies song to song, and the 
personnel shift is fairly apparent through- 
out (guitarist/vocalist Andy Kerr jumped 
ship to Holland sometime after 1989's 
Wrong, replaced by the slightly more sub- 
dued Tom Holliston); however, neither 
element detracts from the unity of the 
disc. 

Mainstays such as “Angel and Devil” 
and “Rags and Bones” are included, along 
with some odder, but no less valid, choic- 
es (“Body Bag,” “Give Me the Push”). 
Also included is a spirited live radio perfor- 
mance of “The River,” though it seems to 
be included simply as a rarity. Actually, | 
take that back. It's great too. Cases could 
be made for countless inclusions; but hey, 
shut up. 








The liner notes are rife with in-jokes 
and self-deprecation, and provide an 
amusingly skewed glimpse of the storied 
history of the band. Bonus points awarded 
for the album cover, which features a 
bathroom wall on which someone has 
scrawled, “How fucken old are 
nomeansno? give it up granddads.” Under 
which is scrawled “‘that’s great grand dad 
to you, fucker!’—John Wright.” 

Great indeed.

MADLIB IS A BUSY GUY. WHEN HE 
isn't pitchshifting his voice to rock the mic 
as Quasimoto, producing full albums for 
charter super-villain MF Doom, or trading 
decks and mics with underground party 
rocker Jay Dee, he plays every instrument 
in an imaginary jazz band called 
Yesterday's New Quintet. This album, 
originally distributed as a promo-only 
experiment, was so popular among DJs 
and journalists that Stones Throw took the 
hint: they re-mastered it, added a track, 
and released it commercially. Although it 
doesn’t have the overt urban accessibility 
of his Blue Note catalog-raiding album, 
Shades of Blue, Madlib still takes a mod- 
ern approach to an old art form—compil- 
ing separate instruments in the same for- 
mat he would normally use to do a beat. 
The vamps and sequences may be based 
on classic Stevie Wonder tracks, but they 
are given a distinct style and flavour as 
they're filtered through the ear of the beat 
conductor. My only arguments with the 
record are the song selections and the 
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instrument levels in the mix (specifically, 
high keyboards), but these are minor co, 
cerns. With near-perfect background 
music, Stevie will appeal to a wide range 
of listeners and is strongly recommencec 
to fans of practically any drum-based 
genre.

World at Winspear announces season 
lmeup, introduces new programmer 


JUST THREE MONTHS INTO THE 
job and Raj Nigam, the new 
Programming Manager of the World 
at Winspear series, has his work cut 
out. Having worked in a production 
capacity with the man he replaced, 
Josh Keller, should help, as should 
his two years as the Executive 
Director of the Heritage Festival. 
also booked talent for the 
“Festival of the Worlds” at the 
World Track and Field 
Championships. 

“I've always had an interest in 
what people call ‘World Music,” 
says Nigam, “My parents came here 
from India in 1958, and I've always 

played an instrument. I’ve beena 
percussionist with the ESO for 15 
years and worked in rock bands at 
the same time. But working with 
Josh over the past few years really 
intensified my interest in world 
music.” 

Last season, the World at 
Winspear started to show some real 
legs. Paco De Lucia, Angelique 
Kidjo, and Cesaria Evora packed the 
concert hall with their shows, and a 
few others came very close to selling 
out. Still, convincing people to sub- 
scribe to the series has been an uphill 
battle. “We've got about 200 full sub- 









scribers,” Nigam notes, “and about 
200 more who opted for the ‘flex’ 
packages we offered.” According to 
Nigam, “Part of the challenge this 
coming season is working with a 
limited number of available dates at 
the Winspear and finding acts that 
can be here on those dates. Also, it 
seems that eight concerts in a season 
is what people will support. We've 
basically got one show a month, and 
we're steering clear of December.” 
Does Nigam have a guiding phi- 
losophy for selecting acts? “It seems 
to me that world music has become 
almost like a category at your local 
record store.

IF YOURE 16 YEARS OLD, YOU 
know you've got it made when you 
get to share the stage with legendary 
blues hero Buddy Guy and even 
astonish the master himself. 

“The first thing he said to me was, 
‘How old are ya, Kyle?” recalls Kyle 
Riabko, mustering the best accent a 
white kid from Saskatoon could pos- 
sibly pull off. I said, ‘I’m 16, and he 
was like: ‘Aww shiiiit man, I saw a 
guitar in a catalogue when I was 
16!” 

He may not be old enough to 
drink, but even one spin of Riabko’s 
self-titled EP conveys a singer/song- 
writer with maturity well past the 
years evinced by his clean-shaven 
visage. 

“It’s not even about talent for me,” 
says Riabko. “I just love music so 
much. I started playing guitar when 
[ was 10 and realized that it felt so 
right. There's nothing else I'd rather 
be doing. There’s a club in Saskatoon 

called Bud’s on Broadway, and 
every Saturday they allow kids to 
come watch whatever underground 
bluesiartist came into.town and 
there’d be jam sessions, and Id play 
with them starting at 11 years old, I 
think. I’d always learn from those 
guys, and it was an amazing place to 
get a foothold in the music indus- 
try.” 

‘Riabko will be taking his brand of 
soul and blues music to the road, hit- 
ting Edmonton July 23 at the 
Klondike Days, opening for Fefe 
Dobson. 

“1 think it'll be good for the teeny- 
bopper crowd to hear some music,” 
quips Riabko, laughing. “I always 
say | play soul music, and people 
usually equate that with ‘60s 
Motown. I love that kind of stuff, but 
soul to me is a word for someone 
who’s just playing with passion; it’s 
coming from the heart, and I really

mean what I’m saying.” 

The current EP is meant to be a 
teaser until the real thing comes 
along, via an LP—scheduled for 
release either atthe end ofthe year — - 
or early next—recorded in his 
Saskatoon bedroom and a studio i1 
Los Angeles. 

“My bedroom is my favourite 
place to record because I can do it 
with my pants off while eating a bay 
of Cheetos; so it’s totally comfortab' 
and relaxing,” he says. “L.A. is grea 
too, because you're surrounded by 
all these musicians and producers 
leg. Matt Wallace,/producer of Faith 
No More and Paul Westerberg] 
whose names I’ve read on the backs 
of CDs for years.” 

Riabko’s early success is also 
opening up some fundamental 
truths about rock stardom. 

“All my friends and classmates 
are loving what I do and [they're] 
behind me 100 per cent,” says 
Riabko. “Not only that, but the 
musi is attracting a lot of girls. 
Before they didn’t really take notice 
to what I was doing.”

“Religious” rappers conflicted about 
putting their faith to rhymes 


RAP MUSIC AND RELIGION 
have always had an interesting rela- 
tionship. The pairing of a secular, 
overwhelmingly (although not 
exclusively) male-driven ego with 
spiritual “purity” may seem oxy- 
moronic, but it’s an odd contradic- 
tion that has maintained itself over 
the years. Of course, what would 
any relationship be without the 
things we love to hate about our sig- 
nificant others—thesame things that 
consistently bring us back to them. 

In order not to lose their edge, 
however, MCs like 2Pac, DMX, and 
50 Cent only speak of a higher 
power in gratitude speeches or as 
they pen songs about tribulations 
and their resulting actions, which 
they hope God will forgive them for. 
Others, like Big Daddy Kane, Ice 
Cube, and Busta Rhymes, who are 
Muslims, slip praiseful references to 
Allah into their lyrics, though at 
times their actions contradict their 
purported beliefs. 

Very rarely do we hear of success- 
ful rappers who wear their religious 
beliefs squarely on their shoulders,

attain commercial success, and still 
receive the blessing of the church or 
mosque. Some believe it’s nearly 
impossible for religious rap not to 
sound corny or lame. I guess some- 
thing about reciting scriptures from 
the Bible or Koran just doesn’t 
appeal to the typical fan of Jay-Z or 
O-Bill. 

But if rap music is supposed to be 
about “truth” and “honesty,” then 
why do so many rappers who have 
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devout religious beliefs hide them, 
or air them only when convenient? 
Why is it that a group like Mary 
Mary has found great crossover suc- 
cess melding modern gospel hymns 
with an r&b/soul twist, and yet no 
one wants to listen if a rapper talks 
about God in a way that reveals per- 
sonal insecurities? 

Some attribute a portion of the 
blame to the Church, which deplores 
rap music as worldly, a critique that 
alienates the same young people it 
proclaims to want to “save.” With all 
that’s going on in the world, you’d 
assume the Church would only seek 
to attract youth, even if that means 
spreading the gospel wrapped in a 
hip-hop twist. Of course, believing 
rap music talks only of “sex, drugs, 
violence and money” is a limited 
and ignorant way to interpret the 
music, but it’s the way many per- 
ceive it. 

On the other hand, maybe the 
weight of this contradiction is the 
main deterrent for many rappers: 
Perhaps they don’t want to be 
ridiculed for sipping on “gin & 
juice” in one scene and then for read- 
ing psalms in another. 


PARENTAL ADVISORY 

For many years Will Smith, who 
never really identified a religious 
stance in his music, was criticized for 
being a corny, lame rapper. His 
lyrics are positive but—truth be 
told—require little skill. Eminem in 
his 2002 hit, “Without Me,” said, 
“Will Smith don’t have to curse 
records. But I do, so fuck him and 
fuck you too.” Which prompts the 
question, does a rapper need to 
curse to appear real? Does rap’s core 
audience need to hear fuck, bitch, or 
pussy before they line up at the 
cashier? 


If this is the case, we should take a 
closer look at the return of Harlem 
bad boy Mason Betha. In 1999, at the 
peak of his career, Mase left the rap 
game to follow religion. I guess his 
love for the mic was stronger than 
his love for the pulpit; he returned 
this year with a song entitled 
“Welcome Back.” Many were skepti- 
cal about his return: What's he 
gonna rap about? Is he gonna curse 
in his rhymes? Is he returning to 
minister the gospel? 

Upon hearing Mase’s lead single, 
it is apparent he is still a witty lyricist 
with crossover appeal. This time 
around, though, there’s no cursing 
So now we're left with a new batch 
of questions: will people who pur- 
chase rap music need a cursin’ Mase 
to buy his music? Will they turn 
away at the sound of him “praising 
Jesus”? Has he lost the edge he once 
had? What about record sales? Will 
his writing and rhyming skills suf- 
fice? 

Well, after witnessing the success 
of Kanye West's latest single “Jesus 
Walks,” one suspects Pastor Mason 
has nothing to worry about. West's 
song is an honest look into his rela- 
tionship with Jesus. In it, West does 
not bite his tongue in an attempt to 
appeal to both Christians and “sin- 
ners.” Rather than criticize peoples’ 
lifestyles, or tell folks they’re des- 
tined for a lake of fire, West tells 
them that regardless of what they 
do, Jesus walks with you. Indeed, 
West critiques the mainstream 
media when he rhymes: “So here go 
my single dog, radio needs this. 
They say you can rap about any- 
thing except for Jesus. That means 
guns, sex, lies, videotape. But if I talk 
about God, my record won't get 
played.” Definitely not your typical 
rap song, yet it gets considerable 
rotation on radio and television. 

We're still left with a question 
about what place religion has in rap 
music. While considered by the 
Church to be distasteful, it is the 
sound of our younger generation. 
And while many rappers won't 
openly announce their belief in any 
deity, it’s interesting to note that 
Christ was the higher power Snoop 
Dogg called on when he faced mur- 
der charges in ‘93, and was the first 
name Snoop Dogg mentioned when 
he accepted an MTV award in the 
same year.

Goto has distinct skill writing 
inner dialogue. Simultaneously hilar- 
ious and horrible everyday experi- 
ences, such as navigating an airport 
with family in tow, or going ona 
camping trip with elderly parents, 
are deftly transcribed in print. 
Conversely, she also manages to 
make the unusual seem routine. 
Goto injects her Japanese heritage 
into many of the stories here, and | 
expected them to feel more alien 
from the North American perspec- 
tive. However, tales of Japanese 
“love hotels” turn out to be as excit- 
ing asa trip to the grocery store. The 
melding of the curious with the ordi- 
nary adds a welcome depth to many 
of the better stories in the collection. 
Goto’s talent as.a writer is obvious 
in Hopeful Monsters, particularly as 
she effectively deploys an unusual 
technique to interweave a woman's 
interior monologue with her exterior 
environment in “Night.” This is not 
to say, however, that the stories in 
Hopeful Monsters are overly stylized. 
Indeed, quite the opposite is true. 
Goto is concise: she uses unadomed 
language and does not burden her 
subjects or fiction with an excess of 
description. This simplicity is what 
makes her stories so relevant and 
easy to relate to; she even’manages to 
make the obligatory stream-of-con- 
sciousness entry seem unpretentious. 
Her talent for minimalism is most 
apparent when she defaults to flow- 
ery descriptions in the aforemen- 
tioned “Stinky Girl’; the result is the 
collection’s obvious low point.

When it comes to condoms, 
does size really matter? 


IN THESE DAYS OF TIVO, I-PODS, BUILD- 
your-own Nikes, and custom-fit 501s, why 
settle for off-the-rack condoms? 

“\t's definitely part of the trend toward 
{product] personalization,” says 

ndomania’s president and CEO, Adam 
Glickman, explaining the popularity of Viva 
individual-Fit condoms. 

Since launching last fall, they've sold 
over 100,000 boxes of the things, the most 
“explosive and well-received new-product 
jaunch” Glickman has seen in his 15 years 
in the rubber biz. (They're $11.95 a dozen, 
and only available online at 
condomania.com or theyfit.com.) 

“Fear that the ‘little astronaut’ out on his 
moon walk has lost his space suit” (as the 
website puts it) may be driving some of the 
sales, but | suspect this may have more to 


do with male ego. What guy wouldn't like——_ 


the idea that his dick is so unique it needs 
to be specially fit? 

Glickman agrees, but insists that size 
does matter. e shoes or bras, careful 

onsideration must be given to condom 
size,” he says. 

According to Glickman, the average con- 
dom length is 7 inches while the average 
penis measures 5 inches. The industry errs 
n the side of caution so that the few 
ibove-average customers won't end up 
with a condom that’s too small and breaks. 
Glickman says for most men, this extra 

x can either cause condoms to roll up, 
or can cause the unrolled portion at the 
bottom to.have a tourniquet effeet.(ironical-

Different sizes are available off the shelf, 
but Glickman says that in the US, “only 
seven condom styles are marketed as ‘larg- 
er and only two styles are marketed as 
smatler-—without determining exact size.” 

By contrast, Viva comes in 55 different 
sizes from 3 to. 10 inches with correspond- 
ing widths, and 40 new sizes are on the 
way. Much to Glickman's surprise, no one 
condom size accounts for more than four 
per cent of sales.
